rods, that Peter denied him with a 
lie, withan othe, with a curſe.

Nogno, Pi- 
late was guilty of Chriſts death, 8 
could not ſhift himſelfe ot itby ta- 
Eing watcrand waſbing his hands, 
Whar a mattcr was this, Barrabas 
to bee preterred vefore Chriſt , a 
murtherer let go, andan innoccur 
perſon ſcurgecd? Bur loc enny : they 
enuicd Chrolts vertuecs. Inwidia et 
virtutis comes. If Pilate had been a 
good ma,finding no cauſe of death 
in Chriſt, he would haue ſtoode 
with og: to death, & not for feare 
or auy other carnall reſpe& hauc 
condemned him , After-the ſoul- 
dicrs tooke him in the common 
hall, firſt rhey ſtripped him, then 
they put abour him arobe of ſcar- 
let , on his head they ſetacrowne 
of thornes, in his right hand they 
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put areede, before him theybow- = 
cd their knees in mockage,fayitis, 
Ane rex Iud zorum. Atterward they 
fpit on him,and with a reed ſmotre 
him on the head. Thus when they 
had mocked him, they tookethe 
robe from him , and put his owne 
rayment'on him, and led him a- 
way to be crucified, What villany 
was this? Chriſt being God,could 
haue laid their fury, yea, haue ſtri: 
ken them ſtark dead with a word: 
bur he would not for our ſakes. If 
thoſe ſouldiers had knowne what 
they did, with whom they deal; 
whoſe ſon he was, fro whence be 
came and whither ke would, whar 
power he had, they would hauc 
ſtaied themſelues:but being full of 
ignorance,they did what they did. 
For had they knowne,they would 
not haue crucified the Lord of glo- 
ry.

Wee have heard - 
what a notable ſacrifice Chriſt of- 
fered. onthe croſle , nor the blood 
of goates orcalues, bur his owne 
blood to purge our conlciences 
from dead workes to ſeruc the li- 
uing God. This is that ſacrifice 
which was figurcd by the Paſchall 
Lambe,. by the braſen ſerpent lif- 
ted-vpinthe wilderneſle, by the 
whole burr ſacrifice, by the peace 
offering. Aremembrance of this 
ſacrifice, is our Communion of 
bread an1 wine, the one repreſcn- 
ting Chriſts bodie rent, the other 
his b:ood ſhed for our {innes. This 
is that ſacrifice, whereby Abel , 
Noe, CAbraham, Iſaac, and 1acob, 


all rhe fairhful Patriarchs and Pro- 


phets., all the belecuiog-perſons 
from the beginning were ſaucd. 
For, Chriſt 1s. the Lambe ſlayne 
from the beginning ofthe world. 
Wo Slaine 


Slaine in figure, in tne purpoſe of 
God , inthe vertue of his paſsion 
from rhe beginning of the world. 
Then is Chriſt ſlain ro cuery one, 
when he belecucth him ſlaine. Ie- 
ſus Chriſt yeſterday,and to day rhe 
ſame for cuer. From the beginning 
of rhe world to his aſcention, that 
1s ycfterday, from his aſcention ro 
the common reſurreftion ; that is 
today, from the common reſurre- 
tion for cucr he is one. Therefore 
one faith,onereligion,one kind of 
Sacraments 1n ſubſtance, one way 
ro hcauen from the beginning,one 
ſpiriruall meate and drinke . Our 
fathers did all care the fame fpir1- 
tuall meate which wee eate, and 
dranke the fame ſpirituall drinke 
which we drinke. They drafike of 
the Rocke which followed them, 
& the rock was Chriſt. Forthogh 
they did cate Manna, and dranke J 
watcr outofthe rock, yet the faith»

full ſpiritually did feede 0n Chriſt: = 


bicauſe that viſible meate they vn- 


_ derſtood fpiritually,they hungred 


after it ſpiritually, they did taſte ir 
ſpiritually,that with it they mghr 
be ſatisfied ſpiritually; And Bertra- 
2 (aith, thatour fathers did cate 
the ſclt-ſame ſpiritual meat which 


| weeatc: becauſe one and the fame 


Chriſt fedde the people in the wil- 
dernefle with his fleſh , and refre- 
ſhed them with his blood, & now 
feedeth the faithfull in the church 


with the bread of his bodice, and 


refreſherh them with the water of 
his blood. But whartis it to eate 
the fleſh of Chriſt? It is toreſt yp- 
on him with a ſure truſt, by his 
oracc, ſpirit,preſence,to be fed,no- 
riſhed,ſuſtcined to eternal! life. Or 


as Chriſt himſelfe ſairh : He thar 


eatcth my fleſh, anddrinketh wy 
blood,abideth in me,and I in him. 
To catc thefleſh of Chriſt, and 
- drinke 


dripke; his blood ;' is'to abide: in 
Chriſt;and to baue Chriſt abiding! 
invs, And therefore S. Augn#ine. 
faith,Hethart abides nor in Chriſt, 
andan whome Chrift abideth nor, 
catcth-not ſpiritually the fleſh'of 
Chriſt ,' although viſtbly and car- 
nally he preſſerh with his tcerh rhe 
ſacrament of the-body and blood 
of Chriſt : but rather cateth rhe ſa- 
crament of {o great arhing to his 
condemnation . Whereby 1t may 
appeare that we at this day preach 
the {clic ſame goſpel, which was in- 
the beginning of the world,thar is 
wepreach Chriſt crucified, which 
was opencd to our firſt father in 
paradiſc,renewed to Alraham,and 
all che Parriarchs,figured by all the 
{acrifices of the Law,witneſfled by 
the Prophets, pointed vato by 
Tohn Bapti#t , preached by Icſus 
Chriſt h1twſelfe, and deliucred by 
his Apoſtles, And-thercforc it 1s 
Eo Toons 
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moſt true, ancient, cathol1 
apoſtolike. : 

Now tothe things which hap- 
ned about the time of his paſsion: 
the graues did open : the dcad 
bodies which {lepr, aroſe: the vaile 
of the temple did rcnt in twaine 
from rhe top to the bottome : the 
carth did tremble: the ſtones did 
cleaucaſunder . Thele things de- 
clared that a notable perſon ſuffe- 
red, yet the Tewes were not tou- 
ched , Thele yulcnſible creatures 
were moued, yet the [ewes hearts 
were hardned. The Centurion, 
whe he ſaw what was donc,olort- 
ficd God, ſaying : Ota ſuretie this 
mai was tult. The ſoldiers rhatwat- 
ched him,when they ſaw the carth 
quake, and the things that were 
done,teared greatly,faying : Truly 
this was the lonne of God, A con- 
felsion to the glory of God, to the 
comfort of themſclues,ro the pro- 
uing ofa Sauiour,andto the terror 
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of the Tewes. This man whome 
yee haue contemned , whome 
yee haue condemned , whome 
yec haue reuiled, whom ye haue 
ſcourged, whome yee hauecru- 
cited, truely was the Sonneof 
God, The renting of the Tem- 
ple, the quaking otrhecarth, the 
clcauing of tne ſtonces,the opening 
of rhe graues,the riſing of the dead 
doe prooue, that truely hce was 
the Sonneof God, and without 
all doubt a iuſt man, A iuſt man 
indeede. For in his heart was ne- 
uer cuil thought,our of his mouth 
neuer proceeded cuill word, with 
his body hee neuer wrought ill 
deede : bur in heart hee was al- 
wayes tender and Jouing,in word 
gentle and meeke, in dealing iuſt 
and vpright. Yet was hee accu- 


ſed, condemned, and put to a molt 
ſhamefull death , the death ofthe 


croſle as a moſt notorious malefa- 


Qour. And all this was dooneto 
worke 


worke that great worke of mans 
redemption. Heere come 1n cer- 
rainequeſtions. The firſt is, whe- 
ther Chriſt coull have delivered 
himlelfc from their handes . The 
anſwereis, heecould. For hee is 
God omniputent : bur hee did 
not, that the Scriptures might 
bee tulfilicd , that our redemprt- 
on might be made, trar our falua- 
tion mighcbe accompliſhed. The 
ſecond queition 1s, whether tte 
Iewes were to be excuſed, ſeeing 
it was the good will of GOD, 
that Chriſt ſhoulde die. Thean- 
{were 1s, 12 No wilc : Becauſe 
they didde ir of 1gnoraunce, en- 
uic and malice. And whereas 
good caine thereby to mankinde, 
that was to bee aſcribed to Gods 
goodneſſe , which didde turne 
cheir ſinne to a good cnde, De- 
#5 tam bonus et, vt ex mals elicaat 
bona, God is ſo good that he turns 
euil to good, The third queſtion 
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is, whether all they are damned 
which put Chriſt to death? I dare 
not ſo ſay,ſecing Chrift praycd for 
zhem. Father forgiue them , they 
know vor what they do.Bur this I 
{ay,whboſocucr of them died, not 
beleeuing that perſon to be the lon 
of Goa,the only mediator betwixt 
God and man, the only redeemer, 
& putchaſer of forgiuenes of fins, 
the onely hie prieſt of good things 
to come,whoſoeuer I ſay departed 
out of this faith, is damned for c- 
ucr and cuer, 


Proccede to the benefits, which 
we inioy by Chriſt his paſsion, 
which arein number many, 1n 
fecling comfortable, in eſtimation 
moſt precious. T he firſt is purgati- 
on of fins. Thrice happy is he that 
bath it, moſt miſerable are they 
which haucit not. The penitent 
finner of a troubled ſpirit, ofa bro- 
ken and contrite heart, forſaking 
his 
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his owne wayes, and renouncing 
his owne imaginations,promiling 
amendement, and purpoling the 
fruits ofrepentance, contelsing his 
own miſerie, and appealing to the 
mercies of God in the merites of 
Chriſt, haue their ftanes, though 
as red as ſcarlet, yet waſhed in his 
moſt pretious, gracious,and glort- 
ous blood. For if the blood of 
bulles, and of goares, and the aſhes 
ofa heiffer , ſprinckling them that 
arc yncleave, ſanCtificth as touch- 
10g the purifying ofthe fleſh : how 
much more ſhall the blood of 
Chriſt, wh1cia through the erernal 
ſpirit offred himſeclte without ſport 
to God, purge your conſcience fro 
dead wotkes, to ſcrue the liuing 
God? And to this end are we deli- 
uered from al our enemies, ſfathan, 
{1n,and death, that we ſhould ſerue 
Chriſt our deliuerer, & that with- 
out feare,iv holines and rightcouſ- 


nes al the dayes of our lite. - 
G3 Tae 
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Bleſſed is the man whole ſins are 
tergiucn,coucred, & not impured. 
Sinne is in the child of God, bur it 
reigneth not. Sin is in the ele&,but 
it is coucred. Sin 1s in the herires of 
faluation,bur iris not 1mpured, b1- 
cauſe it is forgiuen:as the arke was 
coucred with a g-lden ſheer called 
the propitiatorie : {o Chriſt is the 
propiriatis for our fins, by whom 
we hauc redemption through his 
blood,cuen forgiuenes of {tns. For 
the blood of Chriſt cricth remifsi5 
ofſins in the hearts of the godlic, 
The 3. benehir of Chrilts paſsi- 
on is,deliuerance from the curſe of 
the law. Thelaw accuſeth, Chriſt 
excuſerth. The law terrifieth, Chriſt 
cofo:teth, Thelaw curſerb, Chriſt 
blefleth. Chtiſt hath redeemed vs 
from the curſe of the lawe being 
madea curſe for vs, For it is writ- 
ten,Curſed is euery one that hangeth 
on the rree:thar the bleſsing of 4- 
_ braham 


The 2. benefit is remiſio of fins. 
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braham might com on the Gentiles 
thiough faith, that wee might ce- 
cciue the adoption of lonnes. For 
though we be black by nature, yet 
are wee white by grace, Though 
black 1n Adam,yet white 1n chriſt: 
though blacke by merit, yet white 
by mercy. For Chriſt is the end of 
the law for righteouſnes to eucry 
one that belecucth . They then 
which in a liucly faith apprehend 
Chclt crucified, and riſen againe 
haue what the law requireth; that 

is perte& obedience performed. of 
Chriſt, impured ro them, | 
Tae 4. benefit by Chriſts paſsi- 
on 1s treedome fro damnation. For 
what deſtruQtion can com ro them 
which are ingrafted intoChriſt,the 
author ot {aluatio?Hhow can the ſe- 
cond death take hold on them that

Hell.can not terrife them , which 
paticntly looke for an inheritance 
inheauen. Thereis nodamnati- 
6n (laicth the Apoſtie) to them, 
which are in Chriſt, which walke 
not after the fleſh, bur after the ſpi- 
rit. We are in Chriſt by cle&is be- 
fore the world was made. Weare 
called to Chriſt by che word after 
the world was made, We are 11u- 
ſtified by a liuely faith , the obcdi- 
cnce of the Sonne of God imputed 
vnto vs. Weare ſanCtitied through 
the ſpirir,our ſoules being purified 
12 obeying thetruth. Wee walke 
not afcer the fleſh, when we reſiſt 
couctous cogitations, ambitious 
deſires, voluptuous thoughts, en- 
nious concets , malitious purpo- 
ſes, and wharſocuer els corrupt of 
old 4dam.Wewalke aftcrthe ſpi- 
. tit, when weembracec loue, follow 
_ peace and holines, ſhew long-ſuf- 
tcring 


ten in thebooke of life, and redce- 
med by the blood of the Lambe. 
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fcring,gentlenes,meeknes,temperan- 
cie: crucifying thefleſh with the affe- 
Ctions and luſts. pony 

The fift benefit by Chriſts paſsipn, 
is, that the wrath of God is pacified. 
For as they which obey nor the Son, 
ſhal not (ee life, but the wrath of God 
abiderth on the :ſo they which beleue 
in the Son hauc cuerlaſting life reſer- 
ued in heauen for th&,which are kept 
by the power of god through faith to 
faluation. This is my beloued Sonne in 
w-:0m 1 am wel pleaſed, heare him. A 
voice fro heauen after Teſus was bap- 
tized, the heaucns being open vnto 
him,and the ſpirit of God deſcending 
like a dove, & lighting on bim, This 
borne of the virgin Mary is my natu- 
ral and beloued Son cocqual ro me,8& 
cocternal,& conſubſtantial with me, 
in whom cuen for his own fake I am 
wel pleaſcd with al my cleft children 
my difpleaſure being as far from the, 
as the Eaſt from the Weſt,and my fa- 


uvour ypon them cucn for my Chriſt, 
| for 


fences,and therr finnes,and iniquities 
will remember no more, bur will 
put my lawes in their mindes, and 
write them in their hearts,and wil be 
their God, 8 rhey ſhal be my people. 

Theſixt benefit by Chriſt his paſ- 
fion, is yitorie ouer Sathan . For 
where inne 1s purged, remitted , 
and not imputed, where the male- 
diction of the Lawe is abrogated, 
_ wherethe ſecond death is aboliſhed, 
where the wrath of God 1s pacified: 
there the Deuill hath naught, For 
Chriſtchrough dearth deſtroyed him, 
whnch had the power of death, thar is 
theDeuill, that he migbtdcluer all 
them which for feare of death were 
all their life time ſubicf co bondage, 
Wherefore, though Sathan bee yer 
ſuffred to rempt the children of God, 
yer hee ſhall neuer plucke them away 
from the ſtate of ſaluarion : becauſe 
God is faithfull, -and will nor ſuffer 
his to be tEpred aboue their ſtrength : 
but 


for whoſe fake T pardon all their of- 


bur ſhall in the middes of rempration 


makea way, that they may beableto 
bearcir. Beſide theſe ſingular bene- 
fires by Chriſt his paſsion, wee haue 
by the ſame, peace of conſcience, 
which paſleth all vnderſtanding, ac- 
celle to grace by the mediation of 
Chriſt, and after this life , life eucr- 
laſting, to beholde the bleſſed ard 
glorious Trinitie, 1n glorie, maicſtie, 
and etcrnitie. | 

Now to the meditation of Chrift 
his paſsion, which wee ſhall conſider 
truirtully, if wee marke how fowle a 
thing ſinneis , howegrieuous tothe 
conſcience, how diſfpleaſanr to' God, 
what puniſhment ir deſerued, whoſe 
death it procured, and ſo repent for 
the ſame. RE - 

Sccondly, if we bchold the paſsing 
louc of God in ſending his Son tore- 
deem vs,& the ſingular loue ofchniſt 
in laying downe his life for vs,and {o- 


berthankfull ro both for the lame. If 


God had redeemed mankind by anic . 
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paſsion, to ſecketo crucific him as 
gain,to (crue our enimie,from which 
toredeeme vs Chriſt died, to deſtroy 
that ( as muchas invsis ) which 
Chriſt ſo deerely bought. 

Laſtly,we ſhall meditate the paſst- 
on of Chriſt aright , if we ſtedfaſtly 
belceue by it to be ſaucd,and Jive and 
dicin true repentance for our finnes, 
which made a diuifion between God 
and ys, which brought the Sonne of 
God from heauen into this vale of 
miſerie,which cauſed the death of Te- 
ſus Chriſt. The conſtderation of this 
ought to make our hearts to blecde, 
ro flic from ſinne,as from a biting ſcr- 
pent, to renounce the deuill with his 
workes, as we promiſed in baptiſme, 
to bee contrite, which 1s the firſt 
branch of true repentance, to cric for 
mercic, which is the ſecond, ro truſt 
in Chriſt the inediator, which is the 
third, tocndcuour with a purpoſe to 
ſerue theliuing God, which is the 
laft. Then though our ſfinncs were 
as 


"Y ascrimſon, they ſhall bee made as | 


white as ſnowe, though they were 
reddeas ſcarler,they ſhall be as wooll. 
For the blood of Ieſus Chriſt the 
Sonneof God purgeth the penitent 
trom all ſinne. Then God wil be on 
our righrhand for cucr. Then ſhall 
theRealme flouriſh, as nowe ſo for 
cucr, with peace, plenty , the prea- 
ching of the Goſpell, with manie 0- 
ther godly bleſs1ngs, tothe gloric 
of God, the comfort of ys, and terror 
of the enemie. 

Lervs bee thankefull to almightie 
 Godfor preſeruing vs hitherto , gi- 
uing vs peace, when others hauc had 
the contrary , plenty, when others 
haue ſuffercd ſcarcitie, the preaching 
of his word, which others haue lac- 
ked,vnder the goucrnment of a moſt 
pens Queene , whome weeare 

ound as the Lordes annoynted to 
loue ſincerely, to reuerencedurifully, 
to obcy hcartily,ro pray for oye 
and continually ( becauſe God hat 
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
